Operations and General Manager. Avila invited Hinch to Detroit to intervie 

for the job the very next day. Soon after arriving, Hinch met with the Tigers brass, 

followed by a long discussion with Avila. The choice was clear. Hinch was the right 

man for the job. ‘ 
“In my opinion, he is a difference maker’ Avila said at Hinch's introductory press conference. 

“| was looking for a guy to partner with me ~ working together to bring the team together” 
An MLB manager for seven seasons that boasts an impressive 570-452 record and extensive 


experience with managing teams featuring a young core, Hinch was named the Detroit Tigers 39th 
manager in club history. 
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Hinch was born on May 15, 1974 in lowa, but grew up in Midwest 
City, Oklahoma. As for his passion for baseball? Well, that started at a 
very young age. 

“L fell in love with 
the sport from the 
very beginning,” 
Hinch said. “My dad 
built me a cage in the 
backyard because he 
always wanted me to 
have some place to 
practice. | played in 
two leagues when | 
was a young player, 
trying to play as much 
baseball as | could” 

As Hinch got 
older, more and more 
opportunities started 
to open up for the 
young ballplayer. Hinch 
began playing for Team 
USA, traveling outside 
of Oklahoma to places 
like Canada and 
Mexico. He had the 
opportunity to play at 
Dodgers Stadium and 
the University of Southern California. 

When it became apparent that playing college baseball was a reality, 
Hinch knew exactly where he wanted to pursue the next step in his 
athletic and academic career, 

“| told my parents | wanted the best school with the best baseball 
program” Hinch said. “Stanford was my second or third official visit. 
The day | stepped on campus, | turned everybody else away. | felt 
completely at home from the beginning” 

During Hinch's senior year of high school, he was named Gatorade 
Player of the Year. Despite being drafted in the second round (62nd 
overall) of the 1992 MLB Draft by the Chicago White Sox, Hinch still 
decided to attend Stanford. 

After his junior season in Palo Alto, Hinch was drafted again, this 
time by the Minnesota Twins in the 1995 MLB Draft. Hinch declined 
and opted to remain at Stanford for his senior season, 

Hinch had an impressive career with the Cardinal, where he established 
himself as one of the best catchers in the country. Hinch was a two-time 
Pac-10 Player of the Year and a three-time All-American while leading 
the Cardinal to the College World Series in 1996. He graduated with 
a Bachelor of Science in psychology before being drafted in the third 
round by Oakland in the 1996 MLB Draft. 


After being drafted by the Athletics in 1996 and spending the 1997 
season in the minor leagues, Hinch made his debut for Oakland on 
April 1, 1998. Hinch spent the whole 1998 season and most of the 
1999 campaign with the Major League club, batting .225 with 16 home 
runs, 14 doubles and 59 RBI. In 2000, Hinch spent the majority of the 
season in Triple-A with the Athletics. 

Hinch was traded to Kansas City on January 8, 2001, as part of a 
three-team trade with Oakland and Tampa Bay. From 2001-02, Hinch 
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played in 113 games for the Royals. After being released by Kansas City 
in October 2002, he was signed to a free agent contract by Cleveland 
on December 23, 2002. Without ever playing for the Indians, Hinch 
became a member of the Detroit Tigers on March 29, 2003. 

During his lone season in Detroit, Hinch played for then-manager 
and current Special Assistant to the General Manager Alan Trammell, 
batting .203 with three homers and 11 RBI over 27 games. Hinch 
finished his professional career in 2005. 


Upon ending his playing career, Hinch quickly transitioned to a front 
office position with the Arizona Diamondbacks. From 2005-09, he held 
multiple roles in the front office, including Director of Player Development. 

In May 2009, Hinch was plucked from the front office to replace Bob 
Melvin as manager of the Diamondbacks, where he remained until July 
1, 2010. At 34 years old, Hinch quickly became the youngest manager 
in the major leagues, He then jumped back into the front office realm 
with the San Diego Padres, serving as the Vice President of Scouting 
and Assistant General Manager from 2010-14. In that position, Hinch 
oversaw all aspects of the club's professional scouting and medical 
depariments, while assisting with roster composition, player acquisitions, 
talent evaluation and contract negotiations. 

The Houston Astros hired Hinch as their manager on September 29, 
2014. He led the Astros to four postseason appearances, including 
a World Series Championship in 2017, during his five seasons with 
the club. Hinch was named Baseball America Manager of the Year 
following the 2017 season. Hinch led the Astros to a franchise-record 
.594 winning percentage, three-straight 100-plus-win seasons (2017- 
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19) and four playoff appearances in his five seasons, including during 
his first year as manager in 2015. 


Along with the winning pedigree that Hinch brings to Detroit, he also 
prides himself on building a strong culture with his staff and players 
around the clubhouse. 

“Everybody thinks managing is putting on hit-and-runs, taking out the 
pitcher, pinch hitting. That certainly is a large facet of it, but the majority 
of my time is a leader of men, a leader in the clubhouse, players, the 
people behind the players, it is an all-encompassing job!’ Hinch said. 

Being a manager is complex. Decisions both on and off the field fill 
each day with new and interesting hurdles, especially when stepping 
into the position with a new team. 

“When you are around people that are evolving as leaders and 
intellectual curiosity takes them towards the new and exciting way of 
leading men, that resonates with me and is something | have continued 
to look for and it is the type of coaching staff that | built’ Hinch said. 
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That coaching staff is a blend of new faces and familiar ones to 
Tigers players and fans. Combined, Hinch and his staff have a strong 
background with diverse experiences that will serve this Tigers team 
well into the future. 

“What | have learned over the years of doing this, this generation of 
players is a little bit different? Hinch said, “Yes, you need to lead them. 
Yes, you need to guide them, but you also have to be a good listener” 

As for Detroit, Hinch understands the incredible tradition that is. 
Detroit Baseball. After all, he donned the Olde English 'D' himself. It is 
not lost on Hinch that this city and its baseball team are synonymous. 
They support and represent each other. 

“Being a part of the fabric of the community is very important to 
me} Hinch said. “My wife and | will be intermingling with the fans, the 
people and the community” 

“When you look at the Tigers, the Olde English ‘D’ is one of the most 
historic brands that you can imagine in the sport,’ Hinch said. “The 
uniform is the same uniform that they wore 100 years ago. There's a 
uniqueness to that in our sport” 
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n October 30, 2020, AJ. Hinch was named the 39th manager in 

Detroit Tigers history. Hinch has one of the most diverse range 

of experiences of any manager in baseball, including having 
success in roles as a player, manager and front office executive since 
breaking into professional baseball in 1997. 

+ Enters the 2021 campaign with a 570-452 career managerial record 
after stints with Arizona (2009-10) and Houston (2015-19)...entering 
the 2021 campaign, he leads active Major League managers (min. 
seven seasons) in career win percentage at .558. 

* Did not manage during the 2020 season while serving a one-year 
suspension from Major League Baseball. 

* Under his leadership in his most recent managerial post in Houston, 
the Astros reached the playoffs four times in five seasons, including in 
his first year as manager in 2015...that playoff appearance snapped 
a nine-year drought for Houston, posting a 16-win improvement from 
the club's record the year before. 

+ En route to a franchise-record .594 winning percentage during 
his time with the Astros, Hinch led the club to 100-plus wins in three- 
straight seasons (2017-19), a World Series Championship (2017) and

American League Pennant (2019). 

* For his efforts during the 2017 season, he was named the Baseball 
‘America Manager of the Year and Esurance MLB Award as Major 
League Baseball's Best Manager...following his first season in Houston 
in 2015, he finished second in voting for 2015 BBWAA American 
League Manager of the Year Award. 

+ Managed the 2018 American League All-Star Team to a 10-inning, 
8-6 victory at Nationals Park in Washington, D.C.

* Was drafted three times as an amateur, eventually signing with 
Oakland after being selected in the third round of the 1996 MLB Draft. 

* Played collegiately at Stanford University, where he established 
himself as one of the best catchers in the country...was a three-time 
All-American and All-Pac-10 team selection, and two-time Pac- 10 Player 
of the Year, while leading the Cardinal to the College World Series in 
1996 and finishing the season as a finalist for the Golden Spikes Award. 

* During his time in Palo Alto, Hinch earned his Bachelor of Science 
in psychology and was a member of the 1996 bronze medal-winning 
U.S. Olympic Baseball Team.

Originally drafted by Texas in the third round of the 1987 MLB Draft out of the 
University of Texas,..was an AllAmerican with the Longhorns, hitting 961 with 18 
home runs as a junior in 1987,.his .351 career batting average ranks as the 13th 
highest in school history. 

‘Serves on the Board of Directors for Diamond Dreams, a non-profit organization 
that honors the memory of his brother, Mike, by promoting safety in the game of 
baseball and providing support to members of the baseball community in need... 
Mike Coolbaugh died while coaching first base for the Tulsa Drillers in July of 2007.

‘Among the 181 players that had over 1,000 at-bats during the span of his career 
(1997-2008), he stood out as having advanced speed, plate discipline and fielding 
skills, ranking No, 32 in walk rate (12.1%), No, 33 in triples and No. 46 in stolen 
bases..of the 24 players over that span who logged at least 11,000.0 innings in the 
outfield, he ranked No. 12 with a.986 fielding percentage after committing just 40 
errors... committed just two errors in 360 total chances during his 2003 campaign 
with San Francisco, earning himself a National League Gold Glove. 

Hit .353 with a .476 on-base percentage over five games during the 2006 World

the 2021 season with eight relatives having played professional baseball, including 
his father, who is in the Houston Astros Hall of Fame...his son, Trei, was drafted by 
the Tigers in the third round of the 2020 MLB Draft.

serving as pitching coach. Though he is one of the 
youngest coaches in the Major Leagues, Fetter 
has a wealth of experience across baseball, including 
most recently as the pitching coach at the University 
of Michigan for three seasons (2018-20). 
Established as one of the brightest pitching minds 
in college baseball, he helped the Wolverines identify 
and develop elite pitchers, aiding the team’s run to the College World Series Finals 
in 2019..during that 2019 run, his staff was ranked 10th in the nation and led the 
Big Ten Conference with a 3.46 ERA (635 0IP/344ER), while finishing seventh in 
the nation with just 7.44 hits allowed per game. 
Under his tutelage at Michigan, his alma mater, the team had a trio of pitchers 
drafted in the top three rounds of each the 2019 and 2020 MLB Drafts.

Rogers was 41 years old and in 
his 18th season in the big leagues. Not a single other starting pitcher 
for the Tigers had reached their 30th birthday, with Verlander just 23 

years old on Opening Day. 
Detroit's bullpen had additional experience at its disposal. Closer Todd 
Jones and Jamie Walker combined for 19 seasons of experience in the 
big leagues. Fernando Rodney and Jason Grilli had three and four years 


of service, respectively. And then there was the 21-year-old rookie Joel 
Zumaya, who was a 2002 Tigers draftee. The powerful right-handed 
reliever regularly threw more than 100 miles per hour, and pitched 
with an edge that instantly made him a fan favorite at Comerica Park. 

The Tigers’ offense also came alive in 2006, with Rodriguez (.300), 
Carlos Guillén (.320), Maggio Ordonez (.298) and Placido Polanco 
(.295) each batting around .300 for the season, and Craig Monroe (28), 
Brandon Inge (27), Marcus Thames (26) and Ordonez (24) all eclipsing 
the 20-home run mark. A 25-year-old Curtis Granderson athletically 
roamed center field for the Tigers, and Chris Shelton provided additional 
pop with 16 home runs and 16 doubles. 
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Baseball fever was back in Detroit, captivating 
a city and ushering in one of the greatest eras 
in Tigers baseball history.

New Tigers skipper Jim Leyland 
managed his first game for the Detroit Tigers, 
a victory over the Kansas City Royals, 3-1 
Leyland went on to manage the Tigers through 
the 2013 season, compiling a 700-597 record 
in those eight seasons and two American 
League Pennants. Leyland ranks third among 
Tigers managers in career wins, behind Sparky 
Anderson (1,331) and Hughie Jennings (1,131). 


First baseman Chris Shelton 
recorded his ninth home run just 18 games 
into the season, joining just three other players 
in baseball history to accomplish such a 
feat at the time. 


Detroit defeated Chicago, 12-3, at 
Wrigley after the Tigers recorded eight home 
runs by six different players, capped off by back- 
to-back homers by Chris Shelton and Brandon 
Inge in the eighth inning. Kenny Rogers recorded 
his 200th career victory, becoming the 26th left 
hander to do so. 


Carlos Guillén led the Tigers to 
Victory, after notching the first walk-off homer 
for Detroit that season. It was the 11th home 
run of the season for Guillén and came on the 
fourth pitch of the at-bat against Royals pitcher 
Jeremy Affeldt. 


Carlos Guillén hit for the cycle after 
he recorded a triple in the second inning, a solo 
home run in the third, a single in the sixth and 
completed the cycle with a double in the eighth 
inning. Guillén became the first Tigers player 
to accomplish the hitting feat since 2001 and 
just the third since 1950. 


The Tigers improved to 73-36 after 
defeating Cleveland, climbing to a season-high 
40 games over the .500 mark. 


The first-place Tigers won their 
74th game of the season, a 4-3 victory over 
the Indians, in dramatic fashion. The Tigers’ sixth walk-off victory of the 
season came courtesy of Ivan Rodriguez and his two-run home run in 
the bottom of the ninth inning. 


The Tigers clinched their first postseason spot since 
1987 with an 11-4 victory over the Kansas City Royals. Justin Verlander 
eamed his 17th win in his final start of the regular season. Detroit scored 
nine runs, three courtesy of Craig Monroe. 


Aiter dropping the first game of the series 
against the Yankees, the Tigers would go on to win three in a row with 
an 8-3 victory at Comerica Park to advance to the American League 
Championship series. In the clinching game, Jeremy Bonderman tossed 
a no-hitter through 5.0 innings and allowed just five hits in 8.2 innings. 


Justin Verlander earned his first career 
postseason win after tossing 5.1 innings, allowing four runs, while 
striking out six. , Curtis Granderson and Alexis Gomez homered in the 
contest and Todd Jones recorded his second save of the postseason 
after stranding the bases loaded in the bottom of the ninth, The Tigers 
defeated Oakland, 8-5, and headed back to Comerica Park with a 
commanding 2-0 series lead 


The home run. Every Tigers fan knows 
what happened in this series-clinching victory. Going into the bottom 
of the ninth inning, with nearly 43,000 on the edge of their seat at 
Comerica Park, Magglio Ordéitez launched his second home run of 
the game, a three-run walk-off shot, advancing the Tigers to their 10th 
World Series in franchise history. 


Justin Verlander won the American League Rookie of 
the Year award. The 23-year-old finished the season 17-9 with a 3.63 
ERA across 30 starts, striking out 124 batters. 


Jim Leyland was named American League Manager of 


the Year. It marked the third time Leyland had been awarded the honor, 
winning the award in 1990 and 1992 as the manager of the Pirates.
